TO SLAY HUSBAND 


Detective Says He Was 
Hired as. Gunman in 
Conspiracy to Kill. 


ASSERTS $1,100 NOTES 
WERE MURDER PRICE 


Dr. Dee Hammer and Mrs. 
Anna Apolonio Held When 
Supposed Killer Acts. 


A weird tale of “a murder that might 
have been” was related by police last 
night after a man and’ a woman had 
been taken into custody on charges of 
conspiracy. 

Dr. Dee Hammer, 41 years old, a 
chiropractor, of apartment 1, 309 Mary- 
land avenue northeast, and Mrs. Anna 


Apolonio, 42 years old, of 601 Eleventh 


street northeast, we.: locked up at 
the Ninth precinct police station. They 
are charged on the blotter with “con- 
spiracy to commit murder.” 

The ‘supposed victim of the alleged 
plot, police charge, is Mrs. Apolonio’s 
husband, Joseph Apolonio, 45 years old. 
owner of the Capitol Sheet Metal 
Works. Police. declare that their 
timely interference probably saved 
Apolonio’s life. 


The alleged plot was frustrated last’ 


night by Robert F. Langdon, a detec- 
tive attached to the Ninth Precinct 
Station, who charges that he won the 
confidence of Dr. Hammer by posing 
as a Buffalo gunman. Langdon declares 
that he was engaged to kill Apolonio 
and that last night was the time set 
for the slaying. He exhibited three 
notes amounting to $1,100, which he 
suys, were given him by Dr. Hammer.

AMERICAN IS GUEST 
AT PARLIAMENT HOUSE 


Takes Tea With Lord and 
Lady Astor on Terrace 
of Commons. 


London, May 31 (By A. P.).—King 
George of England and Queen Mary 


gave America’s young aviator a fitting 
welcome when he visited the sovereigns 


pinned the Air Force Cross on Capt. 
Charles Lindbergh’s breast, patted him 
in a fatherly manner on the shoulder 
and sat down and listened for 20 
minutes to a recital of one of the most 
venturous voyages in the air that has 
ever been taken. 

Queen Mary came in and sat in rapt 
attention, with eyes of admiration on 
the youth who has achieved what’ no 
man ever achieved before—a straight 
swift race across the Atlantic, from 
one great metropolis to another, out- 
winging fog and winds and storm. 

Later the Prince of Wales, like Lind- 
bergh himself popular throughout the 
world, added his cheery greeting when 
Lindbergh called to see him, and per- 
haps more than most others entered 
into the real spirit of adventure, in 
which the future King of England 
glories. 

And there was the acclamation which 
the British Parliament gave him. His 
reception, in the opinion of old par- 
liamentary hands, and the ovation 
raised in his honor while the house 
was sitting, was unprecedented. When 
Sir Alan Cobham on his return from 
Australia, was greeted by Parliament, 
the house was not sitting, and even 
then the demonstration was not 650 
marked. 


Guest of Lady Astor. 


Lady Astor, American-born member 
of parliarkent, had. Capt. Lindbergh in 
pafliament &s her guest.

DEATH TRAILS IN 3 HOURS 


Chester M. Wallace, 22 years old, 2400 
I street northwest, was injured fatally 
and George J. Schombert, 24 years old, 
2521 H street northwest, severely 
bruised, when the roadster in which 


they were riding was hurled over a 25- 
foot embankment In a collision with 
another car 3 miles north of Fredericks- 
burg midnight Monday. Wallace, 
driver of the car, died three hours later 
at the Mary, Washington Hospital, 
Predericksburg. 

Schombert, disentangling both him- 
sel. and companion from the wreck- 
age, crawled up the embankment to 
the roadside, where they were picked 
up some hours later by two unidenti- 
fied motorists on their way to Rich- 
mond, and taken to the hospital. Wal- 
lace’s lung was crushed and punctured 
by the steering wheel. 

He was a Black and White taxicab 
driver. Schombert, owner of the auto- 
mobile, is a photoengraver for the Na- 
tional Engraving Co. He was brought 
to Washington yesterday by his par- 
ents, Mr. and Mrs, William H. Schom-

Judicial Commission Acts 
Upon Other Complaints; 
Tulsa Voted for 1928. 


San Francisco, May 31 (By A. P.— 
Tulsa, Okla., was approved today by the 
General Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Church in the United States as its 1928 
meeting) place. 

The assembly approved the majority 
decision” of the permanent Jjudicia! 
commission, the supreme court of the 
church, recommending the dismissal 
of the coniplaint in the case of the Rev. 
Walter D. Buchanan, D. D., rzainst the 
synod of New York, involving doctrinal 
charges against the Rev. Cameron P. 
Hall and the Rev. Carlos G. Fuller. 

At first the assembly voted against 
the majority report, but later reversed 
itself by a vote of 333 to 298 

The Rev. Walter F. Eagleston, of 
Washington, D:; C., member judicial 
commission, presented his dissenting 
opinion in which he contended that 
certain stenographic records in the case 
had not been considered by the judicial 
commission. 


Statements Are Read. 


He read these records, stating that 
Mr. Hall and Mr. Fuller, when ques- 
tioned by tho examining commit<ee 
of the New York Synod, failed to af- 
firm belief in the virgin birth of 
Christ; that Rev, Mr. Fuller declared 
he believed Christ had a physical 
mother and father, but later was per- 
mitted to retract ‘the last answer be- 
cause under pressure he had no* care- 
fully considered: the question. 

Dr. Eagleston recommended that a 
new commission »@ appointed to re- 
consider the case, atid that pending the 
rehearing the two ministers be sus- 
pended from the performance of their 
auties. 

The assembly voted favorably to Dr. 
Eagleston’s minority report, but later 
it was brought out that the judicial 
commission had no é¢vidence of such 
utterances before it, because the 
plaintiff had failed to filé the steno- 
graphic records properly. It also de- 
veloped that under the church laws the 
commission could act on the evidence 
in hand only. The majority report 
then was accepted.

Restriction Ruling by the Su- 
preme Court Will Affect 
Roads During Shortage. 


(By the Associated Press.) 


Railroad, industrial and other com- 
panies owning coal cars can be restrict- 
ed, the Supreme Court held yesterday, 
in the use of them in obtaining fuel 
during times of car shortage by order 
“ the Interstate Commerce Comniis- 
sion. 

In a decision in the “assigned car’’ 
case the court sustained orders of the 
commission requiring privately owned 
cars to be counted in the pro rata as- 
signment of cars to soft mines dur- 
ing times of car shortage. The decision 
was rendered in ten cases appealed by 
the Government. The  ourt’s ruling 
means that railroads industrial and 
other companies can not in times of 
car shortage use their own cars in. ob- 
taining their fuel supplies without hav- 
ing them counted against the number 
of cars which the mines may be en- 


titled to under orders of the Interstate 


Commerce Commission. 

Justice McReynolds dissented, declar- 
ing railroads should be permitted to 
manage for themselves in such matters. 
He asserted the commission’s order was 
not intended to bring about an equit- 
able distribution of cars. io

would “pull any job for sufficient 
dough.” Thereupon, according to 
Langden, Dr. Gelston introduced him 
to Dr. Hammer. Langdon says he de- 
scribed himself as a “professional 
killer.” 

It was planned that Langdon take 
Apolonio out for a ride and use either 
of the two following methods of “acci- 
dentally killing him,” police allege. 

First, Langdon says he was to drive 
out a lonely road on the outskirts of 
the District, slug Apolonio with a 
blackjack, stop the car, fire a .32 
caliber pistol bullet through Apolonio’s 
forehead, break the windshield of the 
automobile and stuff a piece of the 
broken windshield into the wound in 
Apolonio’s head, to make it appear that 
Apolonio had met his death during an 
automobile crash. Langdon says he 
then was to ditch the car and rip the 
top off. The “job” was to have been 
pulled in a rented automobile, accord- 
ing to the detective. 


Tells of Alternative Plan. 


The second plan of murder, described 
by Langdon as the one he liked better, 
was to take Apolonio out for a ride, 
drive over a lonely road and then hit 
him over the head with a blackjack. 
Langdon says that then he was to push 
& screw driver up one of Apolonio’s nos- 
trils until it penetrated the brain. 
Then Langdon says he was to push a 
piece of the broken windshield in the 
wound. It was decided not to shoot 
Apolonio unless necessary as it was 
deemed too risky to take a chance on 
covering up the wound Langdon says. 

Langdon, police said, declined to 
“pull the job” last night but is said 
to have agreed to accidentally cause 
Apolonio’s death tonight. 

Langdon says he was told of the 
“best” roads to take. 

Langdon declared last night Mrs. 
Apolonio was not present when he dis- 
cussed the case with Dr. Hammer, the 
doctor explaining both to Langdon and 
Dr. Gelston, police said, 
Apolonio did not want to see Langdon, 
at any time. 

Last night, shortly before Dr. Ham- 
mer was placed under arrest, he taqld 
Langdon, police said, that he was afraid 
Langdon would “botch” the job. Lang- 
don said he replied that he had about 
eleven jobs to his credit and had never 
yet lost out on one. 

According to detectives Langdon and 
Lowery, another arrest may be made.”

} tion House to the House of Detention. 


Apolonio returned to his home: last 
night to find =F wife had been arrested.

port that bureau assistants some 
months ago recommended changes in 
what was characterized as the “loose 
handling of money and other details” 
in the issuance of renewed drivers’ per- 
mits. 

The report was transmitted with a 
long. letter from Herbert D. Brown, 
chief of the bureau, who reveiewed the 
principal features of the scandal, all 
of which have been published many 
times, and then said of the Crouse- 
Hinds Co.: 

“In justice, it should be said that 
during the course of the investigation 
nothing was found to cast the slight- 
ést suspicion of dishcne:t motives or 
transactions on the part of the com- 
pany. ” 

The Commissioners had not read the 
report last night and therefore made 
no comment. It contains 69 closely- 
typewritten pages, hot counting the 


several hundred pages of exhibits, in- 
cluding letters, vouchers transcripts 
of hearings, affidavits and similar 
documents. 


69 Pages in Report. 


Of the 69 pages of the main report, 
fully half was devoted to criticism of 
Eldridge, as distinguished from charges 
against Moller. Virtually all of the 
new material in the report was of this 
nature. The report said: 

“His (Eldridge’s) laxity is further re- 
fiected in the delinquencies in the gen- 
eral administration of his office, in 
brief: 

“Files in deplorable condition. 

“Failure to provide organization for 
issuance and renewal of operators’ per- 
mits. 

“Lax methods of refunding fees re- 
ceived for which permits were not 
issued. i 

“Double charge to persons applying 
for both automobile and motorcycle 
permits and failure to make refunds 
promptly after the double charge was 
ruled illegal. 

“Issuance of permits without charge} 
to employes of the District of Columbia 
and neglect to make collection prompt- 
ly when informed that the law required 
it. 

“Irregular and indecisive handling of 
office personnel. 

*“Improper assignment of his admin- 
istrative assistant receiving $3,300 per 
annum to subordinate clerical duties. 

“Lack of definite routine in handling 
of miscellaneous correspondence.” 


Refers to Voucher. 


Referring to what is declared El- 
dridge’s knowledge of the falsification 
of a voucher in payment to the Crouse- 
Hinds Co., the report says: 

“The action of Mr. Eldridge can not 
be explained on the ground that it was 
ecnly negligence or inefficiency on. his 
part. The logical conclusion is that 
the more serious charge of willful ap- 
proval is warranted. 

“This conclusion is based upon the 
fact that this voucher (which certified 
that 99 lights had been delivered when 
actually only 78 had been received) was 
for the largest amount ever expended 
by the traffic director for material dur- 
ing his administration. and that he 
knew when he approved the voucher that 
not only the number of signals speci- 
fied on the voucher was incorrect, but 
also the description on the voucher of 
the type of signals was different from 
the Bs actually received. 

Thar he knew then that only 78 sig- 
nals were installed and that he must 
have known the voucher to be false is 
evident from-.his admissions and the 
testimony. He must have known the 
voucher to be false upon reading it 
even casually. 

“Lack of experience with Govern- 
ment procedure or inexperience in ap~ 
proving vouchers might excuse certain 
omissions or mistakes, but Mr. El- 
— testified that in his 25 years 

of experience with the Bureau of Pub- 
lic Roads he had certified to vouchers 
for millions of dollars’ worth of sup- 
plies.”

Greeted by Royal Baby. 


Several palace officials were assem- 
bled in the vestibule to greet the Amer- 


ican as he entered. At this moment 
Capt. Lindbergh noticed a baby in the 
arms of a uniformed nurse. It was 
Princess Elizabeth, daughter of the 
Duke and Duchess of York. Nurse 
Knight had brought the baby down- 
stairs to witness the alrman’s arrival. 

The reception at the entrance was 
without formalities, Capt. Lindbergh 
and Mr. Sterling being met by Gen. 
Trotter, one of the king’s aids, and es- 
corted through the corridor to the wait- 
ing room and thence to the king’s pri- 
vate room on the first floor. 

Lindbergh was with the king just 
20 minutes, and it is understood he did 
his share of the talking, although his 
royal host showed much curiosity about 
some of his.experiences and asked nu- 
merous questions. 

Only a few minutes elapsed after the 
audience began before the king bestow- 
ed the alr force cross upon the aviator. 
It was noticed that Lindbergh did not 
wear it when he left but carried it in 
its case, much to the disappointment 
of the crowd of photographers await- 
ing him. 

After taking leave of the king, Lind- 
bergh descended the stairs to the 
equerry’s room, where he remained for 
some time chatting with Sir Charles 
Cust, the equerry. During their talk 
they exchanged autographs. 


Of to See Prince. 


Finally, glancing at his wrist watch, 
Lindbergh remarked that it was about 
time he was due at York House to visit 
the Prince of Wales: As he started to 
leave with Mr. Sterling, he again en- 
countered the baby Princess Elizabeth. 

This time, the airman, walking across 
the vestibule, took her little hand’ and 
shook it, much to the delight of the 
nurse. Then he patted the princess’ 
cheek and chucked her under the chin, 
and upon leaving took her tiny chubby 
fingers in his great hands and shook 
them tenderly. 

As he turned to go he was surrounded 
by members of the palace household, 
all eager for autographs, which he gave 
until his fountain pen ran dry. 

Then he proceeded to York House, 
St. James Palace, only a few minutes 
away. The Prince of Wales, whom he 
was to visit, had taken part in the re- 
hearsal for the king’s birthday troop- 
ing of the colors on the. horse guards’ 
parade, part of which ceremony Lind- 
bergh and Mr. Sterling witnessed while 
with Premier Baldwin ‘and his family 
on the balcony of No. 10 Downing 
street. 

The heir-apparent to the throne was 
in uniform for the-military ceremony 
and only had a few minutes to change 
to civilian dress for receiving the air- 
man. The procedure at York House 
was similar to that at Buckingham 
Palace. 

Prince Is Enthusiastic. 


Lindbergh was escorted to the 
prince’s room, where they engaged in 
ecnversation for nearly fifteen’ min- 
utes. The prince ‘is an aviation en- 
thusiast, and one of his first filghts 
was with Brig. Gen. William Mitchell, 
who was in charge of aviation when 
the Americans were on the Rhine. 

Lindbergh left St. James Palace as 
the clock in the tower chimed 11:30. 
The police had cleared the courtyard, 
but the nearby streets were jammed. 
The flier and Counselor Sterling left 
by way of Pall Mall, while most of the 
epectators expected they would go out 
the other exit. Nevertheless there 
were rrest cheers as the crowd got a 
fleeting glimpse of their car in the 
distance.

Assembly Meeting September 
18 Also Will Obtain Univer- 
sal Suffrage, He Asserts. 


INQUIRY INTO FORMER 
GOVERNMENTS SOUGHT 


Regime Would Undergo First 
Popular Approval Test 
in Election. 


Madrid, May 31 (By A. P.).—A politi- 
cal bombshell, the consequences of 
which will be far reaching, was ex- 
ploded today by Gen. Primo de Rivera, 
the Spanish premi4r-dictator. 

Besides the official announcement 


that the long awaited opening of the 
national assembly will take place Sep- 
tember 13, anniversary of the coup 
d'etat which put the military directory 
in power in 1923, there came a state- 
ment of major import to the effect 
that the assembly, composed of men 
appointed by the government, with the 
consent of the government will draft a 
brand new constitution to supersede 
all previotis ones, and a neéw electoral 
law, the gist of which is universal suf- 
frage and absolute freedom of the 
ballot. 

This accomplished, elections will be 
held for members of parliament. That 
pody then will be asked to ratify the 
new constitution, which will embody 
the credo of the Primo de Rivera gov- 
ernment. 

The council of ministers today rati- 
fied Premier Primo de Rivera’s proposal 
for the convocation of a consultative 
nailonal assembly, rejecting a proposal 
that the former type parliament be re- 
called. The king is expected to ap- 
prove the plan. _ 


Inquiry Into Old Governments. 


Among the many questions which the 
assembly will be asked to pase upon, 
always with the consent of the gov- 
ernment, such as fiscal, administrative 
and legislative matters, the most im- 
portant, perhaps, is an extensive in- 
quiry into the works and acts of Span- 
ish governments for the last twenty 
years. It will be the duty of the as- 
sembly to fix the responsibilities and, 
if warranted, the evidence will be 
brought to the attention of the courts 
of law. 

Being guaranteed absolute liberty at 
the elections the government will un- 
dergo its first popular test of approval 
or disapproval, which would be tanta- 
mount to a return to former political 
practices prevailing before the military 
directory governed. 

Primo de Rivera uttered a warning 
that, regardles of whom they elect, the 
people must avoid “Russian ideas,” 
such as are being “retailed” through 
Europe and particularly in Spain. 

The general considers the new con- 
stitution of ‘utmost importance. He 
compares it with a virtual regeneration 
of the political system. He lays much 
stress upon the women’s vote, for the 
statement concludes with a plea to the 
mothers of Spain to think. of the com- 
ing generations, rather than the pres- 
ent, in casting their votes. 


“National” Cabinet 
Urged for Roumania 


Bucharest, Roumania, May 31 (By A 
P.).—King Ferdinand has signified a 
desire for the formation of & “national” 
ministry, the newspapers report. They 
say he commissioned the chief of the 
royal household to interview the various 
party leaders to this end.

( Step Considered as Result of 


Northern Army’s Defeat 
in Honan.

Longon Foreign Office Sends 
Warning to Safeguard 
Women and Children. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

With anxiety over the safety of 
American citizens and diplomatic offi- 
cials in northern China revived by news 
of the collapse of the northern Chinese 
attack south of the Yellow River, the 
Washington administration is consider- 
ing removal of the American Legation 
from Peking to a more easily defended 
point, possibly Tientsin. 

Dispatch of American Marines from 
Shanghai and possibly the Philippines 
to Tientsin also is under consideration, 
and there developed little indication 
yesterday that the reported plan to 
send Marines under command of Brig. 
Gen. Butler at Shanghai to Tientsin to 
form an allied brigade for defense of 
that point would be objected to here. 

With the northern Chinese army re- 
ported in flight from Honan and 
Anhwei Provinces to the north bank 
of the Yellow River before the onrush 
of the southern Nationalists, it is felt 
‘ by President Coolidge that the Peking 

Legation, because of its general inac- 
cessibility, should be moved to Tientsin 
and that remaining Americans in north 
China should be concentrated there ac- 
cording to prearranged plans. 

No official confirmation was obtain- 
able in Washington of the conclusion 
reported to have been reached by al- 
lied commanders at Shanghai that 
troops of foreign countries would be 
assembled at Tientsin or possibly’ Pek- 
ing, but it has been reiterated that Ad- 
miral Williams, commanding naval 
forces in Chinese waters, and Gen. 
‘Butler are empowered to use their own 
discretion in the movement of troops at.

Shanghai, May 31 (By A. P.) —In view 
of a possible. riorthern collapse, the 
military experts here, after a consulta- 
tion, have decided’ that additional 
forces are necéssary to protect foreign 
lives and property in, Tientsin and 
Peking. 

There are now 7,000 troops made up 
of British, American, Japanese, French 
and Italian detachments in the two 
cities, and it is believed that Great 
Britain, the United States, France and 
Japan among themselves will supply 
the equivalent of one brigade addi- 
tional. The exact allocation of troops 
has not yet been decided upon. 

An airplane patrol also is contem- 
plated to safeguard the Peking-Tient- 
sin rail communications. The legation 
quarter in Peking will be guarded by 
2,000 men drawn from the five powers 
which now have troops in China. 


Northerners Admit Defeat. 


London, May 31 (By A. P.).—Irregu- 
lar reception of dispatches from Pe- 
king today indicates that the censor- 
ship is- active, but dispatches to the 
Associated Press state that the An- 
kuochun, or Northern alliance, now 
admits the withdrawal of the North- 
erners on the whole front owing to 
reverses at the hands of the Southern 
(Nationalist) armies in Honan. 

With this news of the Northerners 
collapse, which is taken here to herald 
the possible early fall of Peking, comes 
confirmation of reports, which have 
been gathering force in the past few 
days, that the powers have decided 
to send expeditionary troops to the 
number of 16,000 to Peking and Tien« 
tain, and to take other measures for 
the protection of foreign interests. 

Marshal Chang Tso-Lin, the North- 
ern leader, naturally describes the re- 
treat as a deliberate tactical move 
which will not involve removing his 
headquarters. But it is held that this 
means the surrender to the Southern- 
ers of the whole of Honan Province, 
south of the Yellow River, all of Anhwei 
and the entire Lunghai Railway. 

Official reports reaching the British 
government confirm the Southerners’ 
successes, and the foreign office takes 
Such a sé@rious view of the position 
that warnings have been sent to Pe- 
king for the safety of British women 
and children. 

No decision has yet been taken as 
to whether it will bq necessary to send 
reinforcements to China, but it is un- 
derstood that it is exceedingly prob- 
able air reinforcements will be dis- 
patched, as it is contemplated to pro- 
tect the Peking-Tientsin mail com- 
munications by air patrol. 


U. S.-China Trade 
Gains, Despite War 


Despite the trade difficulties and 
general troubles in China this year, 
both exports from the United States to 
China, and imports from that country 
increased during the first three months 
of this year, J. H. Nunn, of the di- 
vision of regional information of the 
Department of Commerce, declared yes- 
terday. 

Exports to China amounted to $33,- 
499,000, an increase of more than 3 per 
cent over the Page gg reported for 
the same per last year. Imports 
from China totaled $46,644,000, an in- 
crease of 11 per cent over the $41.774,- 
000 reported for the same period last 
year.

New Orleans, May 31 (By A. P.).— 
The great lakes that lie on both sides 
of the swollen Atchafalaya River ex- 


tended their sway over the rich farm- 
ing lands tonight as the impounded 
waters continued their roll to the Gulf. 

Throughout the area rescue and re- 
lief forces were ready for emergencies 
as protection levees threatened to; 
break before the pressure or the muddy 
wave pushed backwaters into the addi- 
tional lowlands. 

While the waters slowly were reced- 
ing in the north portions, extreme 
south central Louisian prepared for an 
additional foot or so of rise. Evacua- 
tion was slow, the majority of those 
who have remained in the region hav- 
ing decided to stick out the worst. 


Slight Falls Recorded. 


With the volume of water pouring 
through the McCrea crevasse diminish- 
ing and railway embankments crumb- 
ling before pent-up floods between 
Ravenswood and Red Cross, slight falls 
were recorded in upper Pointe Coupee 
Parish, at the extreme north of the 
flood on the eastern side of the Atcha- 
falaya. 

Eight-tenths of a foot rise was expe- 
rienced at New Roads, but the mayor 
of that town said he believed that lit- 
tle more water was coming. Rosedale, 
Maringouin and Grosse Tete, which 
have been threatened by the rising 
Bayou Grosse Tete, will now receive 
little or no water, tt was believed. The 
22-mile protection dike flanking Grosse 
Tete was holding well, as was the For- 
douche levee. 

Dispatches from Lafayette today re- 
corded the burning of a Red Cross relief 
boat, with injury to two white men and 
a negro. Their injuries were not be- 
lieved to be serious. 


Indiana Levee Breaks. 


Vincennes, Ind., May 31 (By A. P.).— 
A break in the levee at Emerson, 7 miles 
north of here, last night permitted the 
Wabash River to overflow more than 
10,000 acres of wheat'land in north- 
ern Knox county, but relieved pressure 
on the local river bank by causing a 
six-tenths foot drop in the river stage 
to 21.4 feet. 

There were reports on the Illinois 
side of the river last night that 150 
farmers had been requested to guard 
the levees, with instruction to shoot to 
kill any one attempting to dynamite 
rod bank, but these could not be veri- 

e 

There have been no attempts to 
break the projecting walls. The situa- 
tion, particularly in Illinois, is not re- 
garded as serious enough to warrant 
such a step. 

Persons in the vicinity of Emerson 
had been anticipating the break and 
had gone to higher ground. Many lost 


live stock and farm implements, how- 


ever. 

Baton Rouge, La., May 31 (By A. P.) 
Earl Kilpatrick, assistant director of 
Mississippi Valley flood relief work, who 
was killed in an airplane accident yes- 
terday, was assistant manager of the 
St. Louis branch office of the American 
Red Cross. 

He was 45 years old, and is survived 
by a wife and three children. He 
took up his duties as assistant relief 
director when flood conditions became 
severe recently. He had been: engaged 
in relief work in the Pueblo, Colo., flood 
in 1921, and in the midwestern tor- 
nado of 1925 and the Florida hurricane 
of 1926. His funeral will be held Friday 
at Portland, Oreg. 

Lieut. Joseph Gregory, from the Pen- 
sacola Naval Station, who was piloting 
the airplane, escaped uninjured. He 
said the machine slipped and went into 
a nose-dive while he was taking Mr. 
Kilpatrick from Memphis to New Or- 
leans to attend a rehabilitation confer- 
ence with Henry M. Baker, national 
disaster relief director.

Flood Retugees, Report 


Virtually one person out of every ten 
in the States of Mississippi, Louisiana 
and Arkansas have been made refugees 
by the Mississippi River flood and have 
been aided by the Red Cross, according 
to a report by national headquarters 
yesterday. 

A total of 210,481 people have been 
given aid in Mississippi, 145,568 in 
Louisiana and 166,781 in Arkansas, it 
was said.

Practice Is Conducive to 
Militarism. 


CONGRESS CALLED UPON 
TO END U. S, CONTROL 


Missionary Officers Chosen 
at Session Being Held in 
Omaha, Nebr. 


Omaha, Nebr., May 31 (By A. P.).— 
Believing that compulsory military 
training in schools and colleges “fos- 
ters a general attitude conducive to 


militarism and sole reliance on force,” 
the resolutions committee of the Na- 
tional Council of Congregational 
Churches tonight, in a report to the 
council, demanded congressional action 
to remedy it. 

Such training, the resolution read, 
“gives ground for other nations to 
question the peaceful purposes of the 
United States.” 

It condemned compulsory military 
drill in public schools or in tax sup- 
ported ofr land-grant institutions of 
higher learning. 


Against. Federal Control. 


“We protest the giving of high 
school or any other academic credit 
for attendance at citizens’ military 
training camps,” the committee report 
declared. “We urge congressional ac- 
tion to release all instructaers in op- 
tional courses in military science from 
the direct control of the War Depart- 
ment, to the regularly constituted local 
academic authorities, thus effectually 
freeing our educational system from the 
control or interference of the War De- 
partment.” 

A counter-resolution “noting with re- 
gret and alarm an increasing intoler- 
ance toward peace organizations and 
proposals and an evident drift toward 
another war,” was introduced by an 
opposition group within the ranks of 
the national council. 

This resolution proposed that “the 
national council call upon its entire; 
constituency to recognize the danger 
to the peace of the world through the 
disintegration of democratic institu- 
tions, to give full support to a free 
press and to free speech in general and 
in the pulpit in particular, and to pledge 
itself anew to the study and further- 
ance of all possible means for the es- 
tablishment of enduring peace.”

High Point, N. C., May 31 (By A. P.). 
Stringent contract for teachers, régu- 
lating their morals, again came under 
fire this morning when T. W. Andrews, 
president of the North American Edu- 
cation Association, classed as “absurd” 
and “humiliating” clauses which placed 
restrictions upon the private life of 
women instructors. Mr. Andrews had

Mr. Andrews, member of the national 
committee on professional ethics of the 
National Education Bg gree will 
consider establishment of tional 
standards for the conduct of the en- 
tire teaching profession at the annual 
convention in Seattle, Wash., next 
month. 

The contract of the Wilson County: 
Board of Education, which bound the 
teacher not to fall in love, not to dance, 
dress immodestly nor encourage or ‘ol- 
erate “the least familiarity on the part 
of any of the boy pupils,” was branded 
by Mr. Andrews as “an insult upon 
the character and integrity of the 
teacher.” 

“These things,” he asser 
viously unnecessary and ulting to 
the teacher, -who, if she is the right 
kind of a teacher, will know the proper 
way in which to conduct herself. If 
she is not, she will not be able to hold 
her job.” 

If causing no greater harm, Mr. An- 
drews said, he believed such contracts 
had a tendency at least to lower the 
plane of. the teaching profession. 

Mr. Andrews called attention to other 
contracts in effect in North Carolina 
which compel the teacher to sleep at 
least eight hours a night, not to at- 
tend “cheap” vaudeville shows or mo- 
tion picture theaters, and to spend 
most of her spare time in church or 
Sunday school work. 

He declared no general rule regarding 
the employment of married women as 
teachers could be paid down or adhered 
to.

The Army will be represented by its chief of 
engineers. The congress will continue through 
Saturday, attempting to evolve a satisfactory 
scheme of control for presentation to Congress. 

In the past. the Mississippi Valley floods 
have been dealt with as a local problem. This 
spring, however, the vast scope of the disaster 
brought public realization that protection of 
the valley in which is centered a considerable 
part of the Nation’s food production, is a 
matter of national necessity. For the first 
time, at the Chicago congress, the situation 
will be considered from a national point of 
view. 

Approximately $250,000,000 has been spent 
for Mississippi flood control,‘ most of which 
in view of recent events has been wasted. It 
is estimated that the present flood has cost 
the Nation in the neighborhood of $1,000,000,- 
000. The expenditure of half this amount 
might have saved the Mississippi Valley people 
all the horror and loss through which they 
have passed. It is predicted that the Chicago 
congress will favor rebuilding the levees at 
least 5 feet higher than the crest of the 
present flood, and will advocate the creation 
of ample spillways and storage reservoirs, 
which may ultimately pay for themselves by 
the development of power. 

Congress must finally approve or disapprove 
of whatever suggestions are offered for con- 
trol of the Mississippi, and unfortunately 
there is danger that the issue may become in- 
volved in political strife. The flood-control 
congress, however, with from 10,000 to 20,000 
delegates, should be able to raise an impressive 
voice, strong enough to make the country as a 
whole, and the legislative branch of the Gov- 
ernment as well, realize that positive preven- 
tion of periodic flood invasions and the at- 
tendant devastation is a part of the national 
duty.

STURGEON AND CAVIAR, . 


The fact that six large sturgeon, one of 
which weighed 182 pounds, were taken near 
the Canadian shore in Lake Michigan one day 
last week was considered of sufficient interest 
to warrant telegraphing the news to the news- 
papers of the country. Yet there are many 
old-time fishermen along the Potomac who 
can recall the time when sturgeon were taken 
in the nets of the shad and herring fishers 
every day in the week. 

Sturgeon in the old days were so common, 
especially in the waters ofthe Great Lakes, 
that they were of little value commercially 
and were largely used for fertilizer. But after 
a time it was discovered that when smoked 
the flesh was far more palatable than when 
served fresh. However, before that discovery 


was made the supply fell far short: of the. 


demand. 

Until the war stopped the commercial rela- 
tions between the United States and Russia 
there was a considerable business in the ship- 
ment of sturgeon eggs to the latter country. 
Sturgeon eggs ‘are the basis of the very best 
brands of Russian caviar, and for many years 
the gourmets on this side of the ocean be- 
lieved that only in the empire of the czar was 
it possible to convert the eggs into caviar. 
Apparently the depletion of the sturgeon 
fisheries has proceeded in the waters of east- 
ern Europe to almost as great an extent as 
in this country. In any event the supply: of 
caviar has steadily diminished and the price 
has. increased inversely, so that instead of 
being served as “hors d’ouvres” with the 


““table d’hote for a dollar” dinner which was 


a common practice at Aman’s, Perreard’s or 
Reuter’s in the eighties, it is seldom found 
now on the bills of fare-of any but the most 
expensive hotels and restaurants. 

The Bureau of Fisheries tried the experi- 
ment of caviar making on the Delaware River 
some years ago, but the supply of the fish was 
not sufficient to warrant the employment of 
an expert Russian and the attempt was aban- 
doned. There have also been sporadic efforts 
to create a caviar industry in other sections, 
but since the fish have virtually disappeared 
from all the coastal as well as the interior 
waters these experiments have amounted to 
little. There is still a market for sturgeon 
eggs, at about a dollar a pound in Europe, but 
the trade in the American raw material for 
caviar is too insignificant today to give it any- 
thing like a prominent place in the export 
statistics of the Department of Commerce.

THE LIFE-SAVING SQUAD 


Those who have seen the rescue squad of 
the Fire Department in action will applaud the 
announced intention of the fire chief to extend 
the service until each of the five districts into 
which the city is divided for fire fighting pur- 
poses will be equipped to cope with any emer- 
gency. Since the present rescue squad was 
put into service on January 1, 1925, it has 
raced to every part of the District in an effort 
to snatch human life from the doorstep of 
death. Whenever an individual has fallen into 
water, or been trapped in smoke-or fumes, or 
been caught beneath a wedge in some sort of 
freakish accident, the methbers of Rescue Squad 
No. 1, trained in life saving by the Red Cross, 
have been called upon to render. aid, and their 
services have proved of great value. 

In life saving work time is of vital im- 
portance, and with but one squad stationed 
in the center of the city it has frequently hap- 
pened that it has not been able to reach the 
scene of the disaster in time. Funds are not 
available with which to purchase additional 
rescue trucks, however, so the department 
now plans to experiment with a converted 
hose cart, one side of which will carry rescue 
apparatus, Manned with a crew -also trained 
by the Red Cross. But even without the most 
modern appliances the plan should prove ef- 
fective, for the primary necessity in life saving 
is an able and courageous personnel.

The Province of Quebee is clear of typhoid 
after a siege that has lasted several months. 
When the outbreak was first reported the 
United States health authorities ascertained 
that the epidemic was due to the distribution 
of milk which carried the germs. An embargo 
was at once placed on all milk from the 
pfovince. 

Later the health officers of .Canada were 
able to trace the carriers of these germs to 


certain dairies in Montreal, and the United, 


States embargo was lifted except as applied 
to that city. The outbreak and the subsequent 
embargo on milk from Quebec served to re- 
strain hundreds of tourists from this side of 
the line from visiting the province. A serious 
loss of business was threatened when the local 
authorities undertook through drastic action 
to conquer the outbreak. This has at last 
been accomplished. The dairies in which the 
disease carriers were employed ‘were taken 
over by the officers of the municipality and 
thoroughly disinfected,; and other employes 
were substituted for those who were discov- 
ered to be the carriers. 

Now the city is able to announce that the 
last. vestige of danger has been eliminated. 
The Board of Hygiene says that the source of 
the epidemic has been completely eradicated, 
that there is no necessity for any further in- 
noculations, either of visitors or residents, and 
that the mayor has his arms outstretched to 
welcome the whole of the population of the 
United States whether they come by rail, auto 
or boat, The scare is ended.

New York, May 31 (By A. P.).—Six 
telephone company employes who 
braved hurrieanes, bank robbers, fire 
and exploding shélis in line of: duty 


were announced today as the national 
winners of the coveted Theodore N. 
Vail medal and cash awards. The six 
were selected as the outstanding ones 
in a list of 64 “telephone heroes” of 
1926. 

Oscar T. Koon, a section lineman, of 
West Paim Béach, Fila.) received the 
highest award of the Va gold medal 
and $500 in cash for “initjative, cour- 
age and endurance in the public service 
t a time of disaster.” Koon set out 
from Miami early. on. September 18, 
1926, during the hurricane which swept 
that district, and traveled 67 miles 
mostly on foot, through wind, tain and 
flood to West Palm Beach, privlane the 
first news from the. stricken area. 
Prompt restoration of telephone tervice 
was alded by his report of the damage 
to telephone lines observed by hi, on 
his journey. 

The other national awards ectisiien 
of silver medals and $250'in cash eath. 
Three of these went to Clayton P. 
Plumstead, wire chief; Henry B. Horh 
and Howard T. Wyckoff, repairmen, a)! 
of Dover, N. J., for their work at the 
time of the Lake Denmark, N. J., Ar- 
senal disaster. The citation says these 
men, on July 10, 1926, at the United 
States navy base at Lake Denmark, dils- 
regarded the extreme peril of exploding 
shells and powder magazines and “went 
into the danger zone at the height of 
the disaster, while others were fleeing 
in panic, and restored telephone com- 
munication by which the first report 
was made which brought aid from army 
headquarters.” 

Miss Iva May Spradley, of Tennyson, 
Ind., also won a silver medal and $250. 
Miss Spradley was on duty at her 
switchboard at the outbreak of a fire 
which destroyed 13 business es- 
tablishments and 6 residences and 
threatened destruction of the entire 
town. She stuck to her post, although 
the flames were eating their way into 
the building in which her switchboard 
was located, sent, out warnings and 
calls for assistance to Huntingburg and 
Evansville. Tennyson, the citation ex- 
plained, is a small community of 500 
population with no fire department or 
other organized method of protection. 

The fifth silver medal award went to 
Manager Benjamin Franklin Hadley, of 
Hadley, Mich., who gave the alarm of a 
bank robbery on Janwary 13, 1926, 
then. organized a posse which later 
captured four bandits after a running 
fight in which one citizen was wounded.

Supreme Court Refuses to 
Pass on the British 
Whisky Treaty. 


CASE INVOLVES 2 BOATS 


(By the Associated Press.) 

The Supreme Court yesterday upheld 
the Coast Guard in seizure as rum run- 
ners of two vessels beyond the 12-mile 
limit, but refused to pass on the con- 
stitutionality of the British rum treaty, 
which had been attacked on the ground 
that it was working to the detriment 
of American shipping. 

The seizure cases were instituted by 
Arthur Maul, of Connecticut, and 
James M. Lee, of Massachusetts, and 
involved, respectively, the vessel Under- 
writer, taken 34 nfiles. off the coast, 
and a small boat captured 24 miles off 
Boston light. 

In sustaining the seizure and for- 
feiture of the Underwriter, the court 
declared the Coast Guard had authority 
to take any. vessel “liable to seizure by 
virtue of any law respecting the reve- 
nue,” and asserted that this authority, 
could be exercised outside as wel] as 
within respective districts. 

It based its decision in the Lee case 
on its findings in the Underwriter case 
and held that evidence obtained 
through seizure of the small boat could 
be used in court. 

The British rum treaty was attacked 
by the Neptune Association of Masters 
and Mates and others who contended 
that it violated the prohibition amend- 
ment by permitting British vessels to 
bring intoxicating liquor into American 
ports in sealed stores for use on out- 
ward voyages or for transshipment in 
bond through the United States. It 
was contended that this operated to the 
detriment of American vessels, which 
were prohibited from having liquor on 
board. 

The court consented to pass on the 
right of New York State troopers to 
seize and search an automobile for 
liquors Without a search warrant, as 
raised by Rosario Gambino and Joseph 
Lima, of Utica, N. Y., but refused to 
grant appeals to Robert C. Whitney 
and Fred Ostrander, who in two other

HERE IS A TREATMENT FOR 
HEADACHES. 


HE people who are subject to mi- 
graine are willing to try almost 
anything. They have“bittcn more 
sucker bait than almost any other 
folks, but they are generally ready for 
one more. They want one assurance 
and that is all. That is: the remedy 
will do no harm. If the trial leaves 
them no better off they want to be 
assured it will leave them no worse. 
However, who can blame the mi- 
grainous from catching at straws? They 
have tried treatments Dased on fine 
theories and orthodox in every way. 
When they were told migraine was akin 
to epilepsy, and the treatment should 
be cousin to epilepsy treatment, they 
tried that. When the theory was that 
it was related physiologically to asthma, 
hay fever, and nettlerash, they tried 
treatments based. on that. Likewise, 
treatments based on the torpid liver 
theory, the endocrine deficiency theory 
and the eye-strain theory. ' 
Maybe what is called migraine is not 
one disease, but a group, some of which 
can be cured one way and some another. 


After this preamble we come to this 
treatment for the prevention of mi- 
graine, proposed by Dr. H. C. Rook: 

One hour before rising take two to 
four teaspoons of a 50 per cent solu- 
tion of epsom salts. Lie quietly on the 
right side for one hour. At the end 
of the hour get up and take a large 
glass of hot water, or very weak, hot 
tea. This round is to be taken once a 
month, twice a month, once a week, 
or even twice a week if necessary, but 
not oftener. The afternoon of the day 
before the round with the salts, no fqod 
of any sort is eaten. Some people pre- 
fer to eat very lightly during a day 
rather than fast for half a day. 

In addition a certain change in habits 
is necessary. The general diet should 
be very limited as to fats, chocolate, 
coco, tea and coffee. Alcokol and 
spiritous drinks should be wholly elim- 
inated. The eating and sleeping habits

should be regular as to time. The suf- 
fg@rer from migraine must train himseif 
inot to worry. He must guard against 
overfatigue. 


The theory of this treatment is that 
elimination is, at fault and that con- 
centrated solutions of salts act differ- 
ently from dilute solutions. 

It will be remembered that this is 
true of ordinary table salt. Concen- 
trated salt solution is irritating. It is 
used to cause vomiting and purging. 
A midway strength is supposed to pass 
through the digestive tract without ab- 
sorbing and to act as a very mild laxa- 
tive. What is called normal salt solu- 
tion is very bland to the tissues. Water 
that is entirely salt free is irritating. 

This treatment’ of migraine with 
strong epsom salts solution should be 
kept up for six months or a year. If, 
at the end of that period it has done no 
good, it promises nothing. If it has 
stopped the headaches it can be dis- 
continued with a probability that the 
headaches will not return provided, in 
the meanwhile, the individual has 
learned to lead a more active life, to eat 
differently, and provided his bowel hab- 
tts are right.

HOW MUCH TO TIP 


HIS. question comes up so often 
that I don’t suppose I need apolo- 
gize to my readers for treating it 

again. Some one always seems to want 
to know something about it. The last 
inquirer is interested in tips to the 
operator who gives a hair wave. 

This depends a little upon who the 
operator is. I should consider the head 
man or woman—the proprietor I mean, 
of the shop—unsuitable for tipping. I 
consider that person as the money- 
maker of the whole business. The girls 
who are under the head of the shop 
work on salary; if one of them, or two 
of them, are- doing my hair, I tip them 
according to their trouble. Say, 50 
cents to one and 25 to the other; or 
25 cents to one and 10 to the other, 
It depends upon one’s own means, of 
course, and their attention. 

Manicurists I tip also in regard to 
their-position. If the woman who owns 
the shop attends to me, I suppose her 
price is the price she has set to make 
the business pay. If she is a mani- 
cure who has rented space in a hatir- 
dressing or other shop, I usually give 
her 25 cents extra; and of course I do 
this when she is one of the shop’s 
employes. 

Whenever a person is working on a 
salary like that, the little extra money 
made in a day is a great help; and if 
one can afford that help, it is pleasant 
to give it. In some cases, people who 
appear in our every-day life, like 
waiters, doormen, coat boys and dress- 
ing room maids, have very small sala- 
ries and depend largely on their tips; 
attendants in’ lunch and tea rooms 
particularly count on these as part of 
their income. 4 

Some people have to buy the right 
to ply their trades, like the porters at 
railway stations and the bootblacks in 
office buildings. You'd be. surprised to 
know what a porter must make a day 
to keep his uniform neat and his place 
open. A few old hands are on salary,. 
but for the most part those men who 
come to carry our bags and bundles 
are not paid by the company, but pay 
for the privilege of being porters. They 
are really dependent upon the public’s 
tips. It is interesting to talk to them 
about their experiences.

EAR MISS PARIS: I kave always 
had very rough, red legs. They 
appear to be covered with a rash 

(and yet I know it isn’t that). I have 
been told it is from insufficient drying 
when I was small. Can you tell me of 
any way to do away with this? 

I am quite a lot overweight. Do you 
think a steam bath and an oil rub- 
down once a week would be of much 
assistance? JUST ANOTHER ONE. 

Answer—This roughness is not, as 
you say, @ rash. Not drying the skin 
properly after bathing could be a con- 
tributing cause, and you should be 
very careful in this regard now. Form 
the habit of rubbing the skin with a 
lotion or a body oil after the bath and 
then dusting on talcum powder. When 
you can conveniently do so, rub cocoa- 
nut oil well into the skin.with vigorous 
massage. The oil may be washed off 
later if there is any tendency toward 
superfiuous hair. Anything that has a 
drying effect upon’ the skin should be 
avoided. This also answers an inquiry 
from “Troubled.” 

It is a bit difficult to advise you 
when I do not Know just how much 
overweight you are. A steam bath and 
a hard rub-down would be good for 
you, but not effective. in taking off 
actual pounds unless combined with a 
reducing diet. Why not carry out some 
of the diet suggestions that I frequent- 
ly publish? Cut down on fats, sweets 
and starches and eat more green vege- 
tables and fresh fruits. Exercise reg- 
ularly every day. 


Dear Viola Paris: I am a girl of 13 
years and 7 months—height, 5 feet;

Answer—Try the treatment that 1 
have suggested in my reply to the 
first letter published today. Avo 
using scratchy towels that irritate t 
skin. For the elbows; massage them 
with oil or a greasy cream whenever 
it is convenient. An excellent night 
treatment consists in soaking the el- 
bows in bowls of warm olive oil for 
ten or fifteen minttes. 

To reduce the arms, exercise is in- 
valuable. Handball,. tennis and medi- 
cine ball offer suitable sports. Mase 
sage. is good, but you could hardly ad- 
minister that yourself. If you are gen- 
erally overweight, first bring your boqy 
weight down to normal.

' to Tense Situation 


Near End. 


; Berger Puts His Team 
Ahead With Homer; 


Ensor Stars.

HAT started out,to be the best 

game of the high school series 

ended yesterday at Wilson Sta- 
dium in a wild demonstration of excite- 
ment and uysportsmanship as Tech 
defeated Central, 8 to 2. 

Horace Duffey, pitcher, and William 
Simmons, shortstop, of the Central 
team, were banished from..the game, 
the former in the seventh: and the lat- 
ter in the eighth inning. after protest- 

ging too vigorously for being called out 
on strikes. 

This and other incidents. that hap- 
pened throughout the game and the 
crowding of the Central players about 
the plate in the ninth inning, which 
provoked Tech rooters to come out of 
the stands onto the field, provided a 
situation that was -tense for a few 
minutes. 


Umpire William Watt ordered 
the Tech rooters back to their 
seats. The fact that several older 
spectators reasoned with the Cen- 
tral players averted a more serious 
demonstration. 


The game began in a peaceful man- 
ner and was a real pitching duel be- 
tween Duffey and Forrest, the latter 

got Tech. Central had presented Tech 
with a run in the second when Blacki- 
stone overthrew third base. 

In the third, Colley, third baseman 
of Central, tied the count by knocking 
the ball over the fence for a homer. 
Central took a temporary lead in the 
fourth when Blackistone duplicated 
Colley’s feat by putting the’ ball in 
almost the same spot for a home run. 


Louis Berger, who seems to de- 
light in breaking up ball games, 
stepped to bat in the sixth inning 
with Demarest on base and crashed 
the ball over the fence. This gave 
Tech a 3 to 2 advantage. The fire- 
works began when Central came to 
bat in its half of the seventh. 
Umpire Watt called a third strike 
on Duffey. 


When he protested most strenuously 
in both speech and manner he was 
ordered out of the game, but refused 
to leave the field. 

Following the argument, Demarest, 
at third base, who was concealing the 
ball, caught Blackistone off the base 
and tagged' him out. Central had put 
two men on base with none out, but 
lost a chance to score, 


Stevens went to the mound in 
place of Duffey, but Tech’s half of 
the inning ended in a wild orgy of 
five runs gained on three errors, a 
base on balls and two hits. Berger 
again came through with a double 
which scored two of the runners. 


Central came up in the eighth, but 
was helpless. When a third strike was 
called on Simmons he’ threw his bat 
toward the pitcher’s box where. the 
umpire was standing.

Umpire Watt walked off the field at 
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N eun’s Priole

Collapsible Inner Doors In- 
stalled by Government to 
Prevent Mishaps. 


Collapsable inner doors are being in- 
stalled in elevators at the Library of 
Congress as a result of accidents to 


passengers during the past months, it 
was announced yesterday by David W. 
Lynn,” Capitol architect, who is in 
charge of construction work. in the 
building. : The new doors wili be simi- 
lar to those used in Capitol elevators, 
and are attached to the elevator cage 
near the shaft. 

Several safety devices have already 
been installed in Library of Congress 
elevators, Mr. Lynn stated, and the 
doors are being added as another meas- 
ure to prevent accidents to passengers 
and insure them against any recur- 
rence of trouble. Elevators in ‘the 
north and south stacks of the library, 
it was explained, are automatic elec- 
trics without safety doors. A severe 
accident in one of the southeast stack 
elevators about a year ago resulted in 
installation of safety doors there. 
Willard Webb, of Mount Rainier, Md., 
an employe of the read'ng room divi- 
sion, is the latest victim of an accident 
in a Library Congress elevator. 
Three“of his fingers were broken when 


fis hand was jammed between a 
wooden book truck and the inside of a 
landing door. The elevator stopped, a 
fuse blew out, and fifteen minnutes 
elapsed before his Land could be freed.
